VI. INTERVIEW WITH ROSE COSETTE SECURE 

On January 21, 1952, Miss ROSE COSETTi&-fi£;SIJRE was 
interviewed by SA WILLIAM J. PANTTAJA and uhe 
writer. 

Miss SEGURE specifically declined to state whether 
she was or over had been a member of the Comjminist 
Party or to state whether her former associates 
were or had been members of the Communist Party. 

Concerning BRUCE DAYTON, she did state she was 
only casually acquainted with him and cannot now 
even remember what DAYTON looks like. She has 
hoard nothing of him since their association on 
the Science for Victory Committe in California 
except that he had secured employment at a college 
in upper New York State. She would furnish no 
further Information concerning DAYTON. 

Regarding the Science for Victory Committee, Miss 
SEGURE acknowledged that she was officially an 
organizer for this committee but indicated she 
was never very active or effective In that capacity 
According to Miss SECURE, the committee was cora- 
* posed chiefly of scientists, and the purpose of 
tm? organization was to assist the war effort dur- 
ing World War II ♦ 

Miss SEGURE remarked that those days the 

days of the united front, 19 I 4.3 to 1941i.. The war 
effort was to be furthered by this committee by 
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the cominlttep*s helping industry and the Government 
In thr. developing of n^^w arms and devices for the 
armed forces. The status of th'^ comniittee was 
intended to be that of a technical and scientific 
adviser, to _the Government and .industry.. 

Miss SEGURTS advised she was not aware of any 
plans or alms on the part of the committee to 
secure access to Important laboratories or to 
observe weapons \mdcr battle conditions. She 
said she had no reason to suspect the comnlttee 
or any of the individual members therein of secur- 
ing or planning to secure classified information 
for transmittal to any foreign country or for 
any unauthorised disclosure. 

Miss SEGURE stated the committee included many 
persons who would bo in the Podoration of 
Architects, Engineers, Chemists, and Technicians 
at the Radiation Laboratory at Berkeley, California, 
She indicated the Science for Victory Committee 
some^at took the place of the Federation of 
Architects, Engineers, Chemists, and Technicians. 

She said that she had no personal knowledge of 
any request by the Government of the committee 
for a list of its members but believed that had 
the list been withheld from the Government, It 
probably was withheld on the basis that tinlon 
membership should not be disclosed to the 
Government. 

Miss SEGURE would not, however, acknowledge that 
the Science for Victory Committee was an attempt 
to organize a union at the Radiation Laboratory 
in contravention of that agreement between the 
Q. I. 0. and the United States Govomraont..

Miss SEGURE stated the Science for Victory 
Committee included many persons who wore not 
qualified for membership in tho Federation of 
Architects, Engineers, Chemists, €ind Technicians.
